OTTAWA—Further research 
into the significance of physi- 
cal symptoms in certuin cases 
of mental illness is to be car- 
ried out during the next two 
or three years with the aid of 
Naitonal Health grants, it is 
announced by Hon. Paul Mar- 
tin, federal health minister. 


Mr. Martin made known approv- 
al of contributions of nearly $30,- 
000 from the health program's 
Mental Health Grant, for such 
studies to be carried out in the 
University of British Columbia’s 
Department of Neurological Re- 
search, under direction of Profes- 
sor Wm. C. Gibson. 

The minister said that the re- 
search will seek to find further 
evidence of the relationship be- 
tween physical factors and cer- 
tain types of mental illness. Skills 
and experience of the chemist, 
physician and laboratory scientist 
are to be combined in experiments 
which will carry on work initiated 
in this field at U.B.C. and in other 
research centres. 

In requesting federal support of 
the project, British Columbia 
health authorities submitted that 
more precise knowledge of the 
changes to be found, in body fluids 
in mental cases would be invalu- 

i able in the diagnosis and treat- 
} ment of ajckness influencing per- 
sonality and behaviour. 

The studies are to be carried on 
by Dr. R. Morrin Achesvn, visit- 
ing researcher from Oxford Uni- 
versity, England, with the assist- 
ance of experienced technicians 
and of medical students engaged 
during the summer months for 
this work. 

The inquiries will involve sepa- 
ration and identification of fluid 
components and attempts will be 
made to synthesize some of them 
for further research and for pos- 
sible use in treatment aimed at 
restoring the disordered metabol- 
ism of mental patients,

Each year the department at- 
tempts to improve farming prac- 
tices and farm life by featuring 
some particular aspect or by draw- 
ing a pertinent problem to the at- 
tention of fair-goers, he added. 

This year’s display, which is a 
colorful multi-sectioned area about 
20 feet long will also have action, 
A projector will show color slides 
of garden weeds, an hour-glass

Mr. McKenzie explained that the 
subject of weed control was con- 
sidered important enough to domi- 
nate the display this year, since 
every Saskatchewan farm loses 
over a thousand dollars annually 
from the unwanted plants. It was 
significant too, he said, that 42.7 
percent of grain sown by Saskat- 
chewan farmers in 1953 graded re- 
ject mainly because of weed seed 
content. 

“We hope that the display will 
help farmers, gardeners and others 
to realize what weeds do to their 
enterprise. Then we hope they will 
take action to counteract profit- 
destroying weeds.”

Australia's pilotless jet 
to fly for U.S. Air Force

This is no time for

ing in Alberta. It is a disease 
characterized by abortion and 
sterility, and can of course, be- 
come a serious economic prob- 
tem. 

Vibriosis was not diagnosed 
in Alberta until 1958, and in 
1955 it was positively diagnosed 
in seven herds. Many Alberta 
ca.tlemen are becoming serious- 
ly alarmed at the spread of 
this disease. Dr. J. G. O’Donog- 
hue, Alberta’s Extension Veter- 
inarian, repor.s the bull is the 
carner of the diseas2 and cor- 
troi is dependent upoi thy use 
of a clean bull. He stugges*s 
when purchase a bull to buy 
one waich has not been used. 

Infected cows will recover 
from the disease or at least 
will ‘breed normally and pro- 
duce calves after having abort- 
ed. A few such cows may re- 
main carriers of the disease but 
the majority make a complete 
recovery. Infected bulls show 


no breeding impairment but do 


remain carriers for life.

oak, or sumac poisoning.

» fist nen, and hist rs return from 
that they ha lien victim to iv 
rash and blisters that follow ex: 


posure to the noxious plants ave cnough to make even the most ardent 
nature- lover wish he had stayed home. 


Perhaps “poisoning” is a scme 
what misleading term to use in 
connection with the wild plants 
since the rash they produce is ac- 
tually an allergic reaction brought 
about by a person's sensitivity to 
urushiol, an oil that the plants 
contain, 

In order for sensitivity to de- 
velop in a person, there must be 
prior contact with the plants. New- 
born infants—~and even adults who 
have never previously been ex- 
posed to the growths — erally 
do not develop symptoms after a 
single contact. 

Few persons think of this afflic- 
tion as an allergy because so many 
of us are susceptible. son ivy 
allergy, for instance, develops in 
four out of five persons. The fifth 
is immune and can handle the 
plant without suffering any harm- 
ful effects. 

Learning to recognize and avoid 
contact with the harmful g:owths 
is, of course, the most effective 
means of prevention. both poison 
ivy and poison oak aie innocuous- 
looking vine-like plants with char- 
acteristic three-leaf clusters. Poi- 
son sumae can be distinguished 
from non-poisonous sumac because 
its shrubs bear white bervies in- 
stead of red ones. 

Persons unfortunate enough to 
have exposed their skin to any of 
tie plants formerly could do little 
to prevent onset of the rash ex- 
ecpt scrub themselves with strong 
soap and water. This remedy had 


to be used immediately to be at all 
effective, 

Medical researcher's at Syracuse 
University have now found that 
poison ivy rash can be « omplets ly 
prevented if a prepyat 
Zirnox is applied ei 
contact with the plant 
eight hours after 
them. The sci 
that the preparation is effective 
for treatment as well as the pre- 
vention of ivy, oak and sumae 
poisoning. Insect ites and mild 
sunburn and skin irritation are 
similarly relieved with the drug. 

Zirpox is a combination of two 
potent chemical agents, the anti- 
histamine, phenyltoloxamine, and 
zirconium. The agents act by neu- 
tralizing urushiol and by soothing 
skin irritation,
